HOW TO SB.LL ABROAD.

Tbe American consul at Marseilcs has 


written a very good paper for the State 
department at Washington ou the subject 
o£ American trado iu Europe, in which 
le declares that our weak point is our 
nabihty to sell gcods advantageously. 
We manufacture, be saye, "excellent ar- 
ticles, tho very best machinery in the 
world, make it cheaply, and show great 
intelligence in our labor system; but 
when it comes lo selling abroad -we ap- 
parently do uot understand how to do it. 
We have shown this in nearly every line 
of goods. We ship to Brazil cotton 
goods superior to the Enplish make 
in every 
respect, but 
fail 
to 
sell 


them, for the English wisely study tha 
tastes of the natives and send. them ex- 
actly what they -want, whereas tho Amer- 
ican cottons are probably better than the 
natives want, and certainly of a style 
they do not admire. 
"We make the samo 


mistake in China and do not sell our 
roods thero, because tho natives want 
something chapcr and heavy, with size, 
and wo insist upon selling thorn pure 
and unadulterated goods. 
"We ship our 


machinery to South America so packed 
that it cannot be well transported in 
that land 
ct 
bad roads. 
And in 


all 
these 
countries 
wo 
insist 


upon 
transacting 
business 
after 


our 
own methods in the matter of 


giving credit, and refuse to adnpt our- 
selves to the home way of doing busi- 
ness, as the English and Columns have 
done, and we thus allow the latter to get 
ahead of us even in neighboring Mexico. 
In fine, we have been so long shut off 
from the commerce ot the world, have 
had so few and such restricted relations 
with foreign countries', that the Ameri- 
can, once deemed a natural-born trader, 
has forgotten how to sell, and allows the 
people of every other foreign country to 
slip in ahead ot him." 


Tho verdict ot business men through- 


out Europe, says the consul, is that the 
American does not understand how to 
sell in a foreign market; he is forced tc 
concede that the charge has a great deal 
of truth to support it. 
The strange 


point is that our people who are so un- 
successful in competition for this for- 
eign trade are active and vigilant at 
home. There is nowhere in tho world 
such a competition or rivalry as that 
•waned between tho American cities for 
tho trade of a particular district. 
We 


seem satisfied with this interior trade, 
and lacking in desire to eitend our com- 
merce abrcad; or, having lost control of 
these foreign markets, we have forgotten 
how to sell to them, and will hove to 
learn that lesson anew.

Status of Sons of Gorman-Americans Who 


Go Back: to Fatlierlund as to Serv- 


lc« In the German Army— 


Divergent View*. 


• CHICAGO, May 
18, —A corraspoadijnt ol 


The Tribune cables aa.follows: 


BEKLIX, May.18.—I- Lave had an inter- 


view with Minister Kasson in relation to tho 
new views taksn by tha Gorman govern- 
ment about the sons of such German parents 
as have boon naturalized in America. The 
following are the chief points of the conver- 
sation, which doubtless will bo of groat in- 
torest'to Gorman-Americans: 


For some months past the Gorman foreign 


oflico lias had under consideration the coses 
of somo young American citizens, the sous 
of German parents naturalized in tho United 
States. The young man were commanded by 
tho authorities, "in the interest of tho so- 
called

order1" 
to, leave Ger-

Mr. Kasson protested

To this the Gorman foreign offico replied, 
making the following its basis for luturo 
decisions in such caws: 


First—The. foreign office declared that 


Gorman fathers naturalized in America 
•who return1 to Germany and then reside 
there (Germany) more than two years will 
bo looked upon, under tho naturalization 
treaty of 1868, as, having giving up tboir 
American citizenship. The correctness of 
this assumption 'on tho part of tho German 
foreign omco was contested by tho United 
States. 
Mr,' Kasson informed tlie Gor- 


man foraigo. office that this assumption 
or explanation of tho treaty was only teua- 
ble \vheu all the circumstances showed that 
tho parents had giTen up all intention of 
returning to America. According to the 
first clause- of tho.fourth articlo of tho treaty 
—in other words,- after tbo two years' resi- 
dence in Germany—this question of futuro 
intentions could not bo decided in this one- 
sided manner. 


Second—Tho German foreign office de- 


clared that minors born in America, sons oC 
such parents as afore-described, retain their 
American citizenship, and may not be called 
on to perform military duty in Germany, 
oven wh«u tho. father has given up his 
American citizenship. This principle was 
accepted by the United Statos and is not 
called in Question. Now, however, the Ger- 
man foreign ofilco claims tho light to roi'uso 
rosidenoo in Germany 
to 
tbo sons of 


such naturalized parents, on the grounds of 
universal international principles—if tho so- 
called "intorost of pnblic ordor" so demands, 
and "if tho actual circumstances show that 
tho persons in quostion mako use of their 
American citizenship to escapo tho dntios— 
especially military service—made obligatory 
to tho native-bora population, without hav.- 
ing any intention of taking up a permanent 
abodo in Germany or giving up tho advan- 
tages connected with such ^residence, Mr, 
Kasson refused to givo tlio consent of his 
government to this proposition. 
On tho 


contrary, he asserted that the treaty did 
not admit any difference in this relation ba- 
twoon native and naturalized citizens, nn<l 
that, according to the same treaty, ovory 
American citizen -was entitled to reside in 
Germany as long as ho wished, and as long 
as ho obeyed the laws in a peaceful manner. 


As the matter stands at present both 


governments maintain firmly tho co.-roct- 
uoss of their conception of tho treat}'.

Americans horo who have examined the de- 
cision of tho German foreign ofilco on tho 
subject of American citizenship say that 
that decision Is in violation of tho lottor and 
spirit of tho Bancroft treaty, and that tho 
ndmiuistration, if it desires to socuro tho 
support of the Germans, will insist upon a 
contrary interpretation of that instrument.

of High street, and that the said repairs 
be paid for by the city of Janesville," 


Of course, it is an easy matter to ob- 


tain the signatures of 
the property 


owners on West Milwaukee street to 
such a petition, bat ttio city charter will 
hardly permit tho common council to en- 
tertain it. 


That that street requires some exten- 


sive improvements, there is no question 
but tho manner ot paying for the pro- 
posed improvement is the troublesome 
question juet now. 
The owners of the 


property claim, and with a good deal 
of 
justice, that

taxed 
for 
the 
last 
sixteen 


years for making roads in the first, fourth 
and fifth wards, at the some time Mil- 
waukee street has not received a dollar, 
in repairs, and now that repairs are re 
quired, the first, fourth and fifth wards 
ibould be as willing to pay for this as 
they were to have this property taxed to 
mild other roads. Ot course, the wards 
object, and here is the block in the 
wheel of operations. To put an end to

eral hundred dollars to go over to tho next 
year.

TOBACCO CEITURE. 


Some facts and Suggestions 


Worthy of the Attention 
of our Toimcco Growers. 


Speculation Itccortllni: Ilic Acrcnco 


in Bode Conuiy- 


—Talks with tho farmers and ware- 


house men around this city, show that 
the prospects of tbe tobacco crop in this 
district vary according to tho state ot tho 
informants health, same saying that wo 
aro to have a very heavy crop, while otb. 
«ra assert that the trost has created a 
ECiroity ot plants, which will prove a 
draw back to any chance ot increased 
acreage. The statistics however poiotto 
a boora of tho tobacco interests ia this 
section. About one-third more laud will 
probably bo under cultivation for that 
purpose; and 
as 
tho reports from 


other tobaojo growing districts aro rather 
unfavorable, it seems likely ttmt Wis- 
consin will be looked to for a fair share 
of tho supply. Many of the Wisconsin 
growers realize this fact, and aro prepares 
to make a grand efl'ort this year, while 
newreoruits have been added in great 
numbers during tho beginning of the 
season; oil wishing to try their hand nt 
it and see what their pot theories amount 
to, and although many plant beds have 
been frozen, yet veteran tobacco grower? 
say that a plentiful supply of plants can 
be raised now.if tbe seeds aro sprouted in 
water, before being planted. 


EAST AND WEST. 


A correspondent for the U. S. fobaoao 


Journal gives his reasons for believing 
that the west will eupcrcede tbe tast in 
tho raising oE tobacco, and closes as 
follows: "One word mors to tho grow- 
ers of tho west. Don't fall into some of 
the 
habits of eastern growers, viz.: 


Don't raise tobacco for fifteen or twonly 
years in succession on tho same ground 
W© know it will make 
a quick anil 


large growth, but it will invariribly ba 
light and flimsy, especially in a good 
growing season. Don't force the growth 
of yonr tobacco, especially the Hpan 
variety, by mannnng too heavy. Nature 
Js just ae trne to a tobacco plant ui to a 
hill of corn, and requires time to perfect 
and mature. Tobacco must have time 
and sunlight to.Cll it with Rum. 


TOBACCO CCLTUHE, 


The Baldwinsvillo Gazette. ''Themis, 


take mocy farmers moko in growing to- 
bacco is the attempt to reiae too mncb, 
rather than cultivate Jess land to greater 
advantage and with better and moro 
profitable results. An acre of ground in 
proper condition, naturally adapted to 
tobacco, will rroduco, with good cart 
two thousand pounds of tobacco; wbilo 
it will not cost halt as much labor to 
cultivate as two acres, which, if not prop- 
orly tilled, would yield only ono thou- 
sand pounds ot inferior leal. 
The old 


saying oftentimes quoted by the mem- 
orable Horace Grceloy is a wise t nc, and 
that is, "Htrive to make two blades of grass 
grow where only one grew before, and 
this language can bo offered to tho cul- 
tivation of tobaccs.for our growers shoula 
labor to produce oua ton of leaf to the 
acre, whore now tbe average perhaps is 
not over twelve or. fourteen hundred 
pounds. Wo believo the proper way to 
get a heavy anil satisfactory growth of 
the leaf IP, first, t:> make a judicious se- 
lection of land, well suited to in growth; 
second, prepare the soil in tho most, 
thorough manper by fi-eqneut plowiags, 
and underdraining if need bo; third, 
manure heavy with well rottod and fine 
manure; fonrtb, apply the manure at' tho 
right time, intermixing it thoroughly 
with the soil so it will be at oaca bene- 
ficial to the tobacco plant-; fiftb, sot out 
your tobacco, say from about the 25th ot 
June to the 10th ot July, and porbape in 
some years you can sot out the plant* as 
late aa the 20th of Jn!y, with excellent 
chances of success. Some farmers havo 
set out the planh ae lato as tho first days 
ot August, and have had beautiful crops, 
but it is somswhat ™ky to sot out plants 
so lata in the season; sixth, select healthy, 
vigorous plantu, not 
overgrown in 


size, and set them directly after, or oven 
during a rain; but if this is not possible, 
rather than delay too long, set them and 
water by hand. Now with all of these 
preliminary operations conductod as we 
havo outlined, providing you have se- 
cured tho first essential, good seod, you 
cannot help but grow a good crop nil to- 
bacco, which when cured, if the season 
is at all favorable,'will fall not far short 
of a ton.

With a book 
under nne arm and a few extra clothes in 
us hand, he passes tho elegant homo of 
he town boy, and he looks -in on ease 
and luxury alm'osnt for the first time, 
lemay be called a tramp, andibe refused 
a crust of bread; one day he will return 


and buy tho mortgage-covered houEe. 
Where did that boy get his noble pur- 
pose - and unfaltering courage? They 
were born in him on tho farm, they were 
woven into his fibre by early years of 
toil; tho warp and woot of his life were 
threads of gold.—Farmer and Dairyman.

From an anecdotal and reminiscent 


article on Grant by General Badoau, in 
tho May Century we quote the following: 
"His relations with tho troops were pecu- 
liar. Ho never made 3peeches to the 
soldiers, and of course never led them 
himseU into battle after ho assnmori bis 
high commands. But m every battle 
they saw c'lm certainly once or twice to 
tho front, as exposed as tboy, for there 
always seemed to como a time in each 
tnguceinent when ho was unwilling to 
use tbo eyes and tnrs ot another,.but 
mutt obsorvo for himself in ordor to de- 
termine. The soldiers saw all this; tbey 
knew, toe, that when ho rode arornd in 
camp it meant notion, and the eiljht of 
his blue overcoat, exactly liko their own, 
was a signal to prepare for battle. They 
found out his character and respected 
his qualities. They felt that ho meant 
well,

came he spared them not

cause. Thus though so undemonstra- 
tive, he awoke genuine enthusiasm. AC- 
tar the battle otthe Wilderness he rodo 
at night along tho road where Hancock's 
veterans lay, and when tbe men discov- 
ered it wag Grant, and Hmt his face was 
urned toward Uicbrnond, they knew in 
a moment they wore not to retire across 
the Enpidan an so often before: and they 
arose ID tho darkness and dieered until 
the enemy tboucht it was a night attack
